The Very 
Rev. Father Cronin, Adnilniatrator of 
t'he diocese since tlie death of 
Bishop MrCloske.v, ilelivcred a brief 
_j'et,,etoBueBt address, turning over 
the afnitrs of the .liiK'ese to the new 
prelntr .iiid welcniiiiiiir him to l.oiiis- 
vilh' ill l.he iiaiiic nf tlu' clergy. 

MnsH then <hegaii. It was solemn 
Pontifical, with Bishop O'Donaghue 
as celebrant. The scene in the sanc- 
tuary was a moat brilliant one. The 
floor was filled with priests in 
black, while and brown. Recnlara, 
TrappistH, I'asaionists, Itesurreotion- 
Ists, Dominicans and Franciscana aat 
or knelt in the places assi^ed them. 
In front <•! the priests were the vis- 
itiiiir Itishops in purple, and the two 
niilrcil Abliots. wcariiifj' little white 
initrcs. On a tlifonc on the epistle 
•side of the saiu'tmiiy >at Mis (Irace 
ArchbiallQp .Moclli'i'. He was robed 
In purple that was almost red. The 
myriad of candles and eleetric 
lig'hts reflected iback these colors 
imtll the sce^c became wondrously 
beautiful. 

A feature that lent additional 
beauty and solemnity was the muRie. 
'the Cathedral choir, aiigiiieiitcd l>y 
many of the leading Catholic soloists 
and supported In the Louisville 
S_\ niph()n\ Or.'In'sira of I wciily-fiun- 
pieces, gave Haydn's I'liiid or Im- 
perial Maaa. Although the music is 
familiar to nearly all Cutliolici in 
this diocese, it is doubtful if it was 
ever heard herj to better effect. 
Prof. Joaepb Chase presided at the 
org«n, and the whole was directed by 
Orats Cox. At the offartorr Handel's 
'"Hallelujah Chonis" was ^ren with 
fine effect. 

At the gospel the Right Rev. C. P. 
.Maes. Ilishop of Covington, and one 
of the oldest of thr pi-ini:ii-r. 
preiii'liiMl ail eloijueiit scnnoii, ha\iiii.' 
for its thi'ini' the supremacy of tlic 
Papacy and the sueoesaion of the 
IVipes; the dignity and duties of the 
epitieuiNM'^'. At the conclusion of the 
mass Bishop O'Donaghue walked to 
the center <tt the sanctuary and de- 
livered a brief address. He thanked 
the Arcbbiiahop and visiting Bishops 
and Abbots for their presence, and 
he thanked j<'ather Cronin for his 
prudence, zeal and discretion as .'Vd- 
minlstrator siiiee the death of 
Itishop Mi"<'losUey. lie saiii he hoin-d 
to have the support of the <'lerg,\ ,if 
the diocese in his struggles. A gen- 
eral can give rommands, but unless 
his soldiers obey he can not hope fov 
victory. Bishop O'Donaghue also 
a^ed the support of the people, ile 
aaid he wanted them to pray for 
blm; wanted them to help their 
priests and thus eneourage him. 
Finally all knelt while the new 
Biuhop 'imparted his rjiiseopnl liless- 
ing. 

In the same order as upon entering; 
the cliiirch, the iiioci'-^sioii iiio\ed 
back to the rectnrv, where th^- ecel'- 
siajitical rohes were removed and the 
I clergy prepared for the l>aii<|iiet at 
the ^eUiaoh. That function l>egan 
a-t 1 o'clock. Bishop O'Donaghue 
•wore his purple robes and beretta. 
All the other clergfy wore the or- 
dinary street garb' Tlishi>p O'Don- 
aghue aat at the head of the lalile- 
and between l.M) and 'JOd ilt rify sut 
down to dinner. The feast Avas 
served in SeeHiaoh's best style, 
liishop O'Donaghue - invoked the 
blessing.

When it become known last Satur- 
day that Charles J, O'Malley, the 
able and biilliant writer and poet, 
was dead, it was realised that the 
Catholic press and literary world 
hiid susUiined a severe loss, Charles 
O'.Meiley was bom and raised oa a 
farm in Union county, thia State, 
where he lived until he reached 
nwnhood and became the head of an 
intereivting family. He was highly 
educated and was aucceaaful as a 
writer, but not as a publiaher. Mr. 
O'Malley will be remembered in 
Ki'iitiu'ky as the publisher of the 
Miillaiid ISeview. Leaving lyOilisville 
he has since beien asociated uilli 
Catholic jir.irr.alisni in Texas, I'ciin- 
sylvnniji, Ohio and .\<'W ^ork, hut 
tor the pa-st two yeiirs was editor 
of the New World, isllcd in Chicago. 
Besides hiii wife, who is also noted 
for her literan genius, several cliil- 
dren aurvlve hun. The funeral serv- 
ices were held in Chicago, after 
which the body was brought to Ken- 
tucky and interred near the 
academy where Mr. O'.Malley re- 
ceived his edueation and where the 
happiest «kiys of his life wen- spent, 
I'd the bereaved family goes out 
the lie-iirLfelf sympath.v of all who 
were aaociated with or knew the 
deceased.

Tuesday the Right Bev. Bishop 
O'Donaghue was in the hands of the 

clergy of the diocese; Wednesday he 
was left to the fender mercies of the 
laity, and a<lmirably well did all uc- 
cpiit themselves. In ilo' iiiniiiiiig at 
't o'clock the larger eliildreii iil' the 
Catliolie p,'i I'l leli ia I schools .-mil 
acaileiiiii's .isseiubled at the Callie- 
ilral. I'lie girls woie gaily colored 
frocks and the boys neat suits. Yjach 
child wore ribbons, aome purple, the 
color ot the Bishop's rubes; aome 
green, the episcopal color, and others 
white and yellow, the Papal colors. 

Bishop O'Donaghue celebrated a 
low mass while the children sang ^ 
•hymns to the Saeicd Heart of Jesus 
and to the lilessed \irgin. At the 
coneliision of Ihc mass I he pupils nf 
Sacred Heart Academy saiif^ two 
stJinzas of the Te Deuiii. .\fler the 
Bishop had lieen disencumbered of 
his vestmeii'ts he took his seat upon 
tlie throne. Master John Curley, 
re|>resenting the Cathedral parish, 
delivered an address ot welcome in 
Knglish, knelt and kissed the episco- 
pal ring and handed his written ad- 
dress to the Bishop, Joseph Fleitz, ■ 
of St. Mary's school, delivere<l a 
similar address in (ierman, and also 
|iresented a urilteii copy to Bishop 
O'Donaghue. 

The liishop llieii left liis tlirono 
and advancing to llie sanetii;ii'\ i:iil- 
ing apoke kindl.\ to the cliililreM. Tlie 
prln<'i|ial lln'ine of his remarks iwere: 
"Suffer little children to eon.e unto 
me. He told t>hein little utories and 
urged them to be diligent, so that 
they might grow up to be good cit- 
izens, good men and women. ^ 
.'\fler the Biebop ceased speaking, 
he Heated himself in a chair. The 
gates of the aanctuarv were throwu 
open so ibat each child might have 
a good look at tkeir-Hsaw -Mepherd. 
On his right and left stood .Masters 
Curley and Kieit/. The children 
from the various schools, niarshulled 
by their, teachers, passe<l in front ot 
the Bishop, bowed low and reverently 
and then made their exit via the 
main aisle, the while singing "Holy 
God, We Praise Thy Mame." 

The adult people of lx)uisville were 
received by the Ilishop at the Cathe- 
dral on \\ ediu'sdiiv night. The hour 
set was s o'clock, and long before 
the \ isl edifice was packed. .lust be- 
f ire the Misliop and escort of priests 
eiiier;,'!'!! from the saiH'luary the 
choir gave "0|ien \r roit.ils" from 
(ioiiiiod's " lledeinpl ion. ' The Itishop 
waa the first lo enter.

.Mr. .McDerniott testified to the 
freedom and iiilelligeiice of ihe Cath- 
olic church; of the broilierly love its 
teachings iui-iileated. .\fter referring 
lo the neces.sily of religious educa- 
tion, he descrlbied the freak religions 
lud variooa isms that were springing 
up for lack of religious training.

rUSU FIGHT UPON THE LORDS 



I'receding the ICaster recess of 
Parliament T. P. O'Connor cables that 
the political sky suddenly became 
more favorable, and for some hours 
the papers reported that a means of 
compromise had Ijeen found between 
the Lilierals and the Irish. The 
conciliatory speech of .\s<|uith in- 
viting the Irishmen to friendly ne- 
golialion was folhiwiil by an inter- 
view between Iteilmond. l)illon and 
Lloyd-lieorge. The conclusion that 
rverytliing was arranged was mwmi 
dissipated, however, by a communi- 
c'ltiou from Redmond declaring that 
things remained as they were. Tbe 
deadlock was still on, due to the in- 
sistence oil the one hand by the 
Liberals that the budget must go 
through all stages before the veto 
resolutions come down finmi the 

House of Lords and the Insisten. f 

Iteduiond that the l)udge1 must lie 
held up till tlic Lorils have pro- 
liounceil on the veto. The leader of 
the .Vationalists is Imcked up by 
Irish opinion in ext ra<irdiiinry 
unanimity and enthiisiosm. 

The Irish jjorty today is certainly 
in a atronger poaitlon than at any 
moment since tha Pamell split. 
PoBsibly the excitement raised b)' 
the debate of the veto resolutions 
against the Lords may excite a 
flame both in Ireland and England, 
and may also give the assumncf! of 
the rMilily of .Vscpiith's campaign 
against the LuriLs ami enable both 
parties to approach the <onipro- 
mises in a more tolerant and rea- 
soirable spirit. The resolutions for 
the iiKiment have done the Ministry 
gt>o<l, and though critic-izeil as lo de- 
tails they are generally opproved. 

One of the curious nnd instructive 
features brought out by the present 
critical sltiratiim in Knglish politics 
is the difference that so often arises 
between the lenders and the rank 
anil file of Ihe fwirty. Thi- differ- 
ence is increased when the leaders 
arc elderly men who. apart (illo- 
jrether from their .vears. are en- 
feebled for strong aeti<in by wear 
anil te<ir and .still more by the cork- 
ing cares and corroding disillusions 
uf the men on the Inside of polkticail 
life. It Is one of the almost comic 
ironies of British politics in the 
midst of a situation of tragic seri- 
ousness and potentiulities for infin- 
ite good or for infinite mischief, 
that at this hour the real leader of 
radi<'iil thought in Knglnnd is .lolin 
Kedmoiid. nut Asipiilh. not even 
Lloy(l-(ieor>re. or Winston Churchill, 
thiuigh the latter .irc rcfrjirilcd as 
the most advancid spolccsmi-n of 
radical thoii'.'hf. 

What is the main difference itc- 
tMeen the ]x>licy of the Cabinet and 
the policy of Redmond? I have to 
go back to the formula .which has 
been established. RMmond's policy 
is "No veto, no budget." That means 
that if the House of Lords does not 
agree to the limitation of its veto 
imwers, or lalternntively, if ihc Kiny 
doem not give to the Ministry liie 
jKiwer to foi^f tlie limitation of the 
veto on the I'l'crs b\ the creation of 
a I'eer majoiiiv, the llUll^!■cl .siliall 
not l»e passed. The e.\planation of 
that position has not b*en entirely 
realized by si large section of Kng- 
lish opinion, though curiously 
enough it was Immediately realized 
and welcomed by all the radicals. 
The iMusis of Ihe Irish and riidical 
position is that the pledge of As- 
ipiilh and tbe true Liberal position 
are that never again should a finan- 
cial bill lie submitted to the unfet- 
tered iliscretiiui of the llou>;e of 
l.onls. 

Keilimind does not toke up this 
policy without due consideration of 
the immense mischief of a breach 
l>etween the Iriab and British prn- 
gresslve forces. But his policy is 
the right policy, and above all is the 
only policy he could earry through 
In Ireland. For Ireland has risen to 
its feet behind Redmond in this 
policy. There is something lhat lia^ 
all the splendor and hopeftiliiess of 
a great renaissance in Ireland since 
KtMlnioiid announccil his policy of 
"No veto, no budget," and the en- 
thiisinsm is marking itself by the 
practjcal Icsliinony of bigger, more 
widespread sultscriptions 4han at 
any moment since the great days of 
I'n'rnell. And as I have already said, 
radicial opinion in England justifies 
Kedmond's bs the true policv.
